6,217 Participate in Poll Seeking Georgia Reaction; 
5,306 Oppose President’s Action, While Only 
911 Favor Talk. 


With 6,217 voters 
themselves, Georgians displayed 
marked opposition to President 
Roosevelt’s recent action in re- 
questing the defeat of Senator 
Walter F. George and the election 
of Lawrence Camp to the United 
States senate. 

Of the total balloting in a poll 
conducted by The Constitution, 
5,306 expressed themselves a. be- 
ing opposed to the President’s ac- 
tion while only 911 favored At. 
Those opposing the action repre- 
sented slightly more than 85 per 
cent of the total voting. 

Ballots were published in The 
Constitution and the voters were 
given the opportunity of express- 
ing whether or not they approved 
the action of the President in com- 
ing into Georgia and making 
known his choice in the senate 
race. 

Despite the fact that District 
Attorney Camp advised his sup- 
porters not to participate in the 


expressing 


»balloting, straw ballots were re- 


ceived from practically: - every 
county in Georgia. Only those 
signed by voters were counted and 
none of several score received from 
outside the state were tallied. The 
expression was purely voluntary 
on the part of Constitution readers 
and no effort was made on the 
part of anyone connected with this 
newspaper to bring in ballots. 
Promotion stories and display 
advertisements were not resorted 
to in an effort to increase the 
number of ballots sent in. : 
The male voters comprised the 
great majority of those sending in 
their ballots, 4,477 men voting: Of 
these, 3,875, or almost 87 per cent, 
voted against the President’s ac- 
tion, with the remaining slightly 
more than 13 per cent favoring it. 
Of the 1,740 women participat- 
ing in the poll 1,431 voted against 
Mr. Roosevelt’s action. This rep- 
resented slightly more than 82 per

Cardenas Tells New Ses- 
sion of Congress That 
.Republic Will Continue 


Its Agrarian Program. 


NO ARBITRATION 


Nation Cannot Make Im- 
mediate Land Payments, 
Chief Executive Asserts. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 1—(4)— 
President Lazaro Cardenas served 
notice today that Mexico would 
reject Secretarv Hull’s request 
that expropriation of American- 
owned farm lands without imme- 
diate compensation be halted. 

The government will continue 
its agrarian program, the Presi- 
dent said firmly in a message 
opening a new session of congress, 
adding that the expropriated for- 
eign gil industry would receive 
payment only for actual invest- 
ments in Mexico. 

The President, interrupted fre- 
quently by shouts of “Viva Presi- 
dent; long live the government!” 
said his reply to Hull’s note of Au- 
gust 25 would be a reaffirmation 
of policies already set: forth in his 
“Mexico for Mexicans” program. 

Policies Elaborated, _ / 

Those policies were elaborated 

August 3 when Mexico, replying

Hull in the July 23 note declar=

He emphasized that his govern- 
ment wished to continue friendly 
relations with the United States 
and noted “with satisfaction their 
desire for amicable solution of the

Will Not Follow. 

But, he added, Mexico "does not 
propose to follow the United States 
government in its viewpoint re- 
garding the land question, and in- 
stead will ratify the Mexican atti- 
tude as expressed in previous 
notes.” 

Cardenas said Mexico recogniz- 
ed her obligation to pay for the 
lands, but “under necessities of 
the people the government cannot 
make immediate payment.” 

He reiterated that Mexico could 
not give “special consideration” 
to foreigners.in indemnification, in- 
asmuch as Meéxico’s own citizens 
have not’ been compensated . for|~ — 
seized lands. 

Involved in the expropriations 
are an estimated 1,000,000 acres of 
lands taken over by the govern- 
ment since 1927. They represent 
for the most part moderate-sized 
farms Valued by their owners at 
$10,132,388. 

The 17 British and American oil 
companies taken over by the gov- 
ernment March 18 were not men- 
tioned in Hull’s two notes, but the 
officials of the expropriated indus- 
try have watched the land contro- 
versy for a clue to their future.

Italy Orders 10,000 Jews To Leave; 
Ethiopian Colonization Permitted

MIDWAY. Ga., Sept. 1.—(P)— 
Eugene Talmadge declared ina 
senatorial campaign speech pre- 
pared for delivery here today that 
Senator George “‘has already spent 
about $250,000” and demanded to 
know who is providing this money.

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A WELL-CONCEIVED PLAN 

The report of the Citizens Co-ordination 
Committee on proposed improvements for the 
city of Atlanta and for Fulton county, together 
with suggestions as to means of financing the 
plans, is a well thought out, and reasonable 
presentation, both of the need and the possi- 
bilities of meeting it. 

It was, it will be recalled, originally proposed 
to spend a total of approximately $30,000,000 on 
a ten-year program of improvements for met- 
ropolitan Atlanta. This was to be secured part- 
ly through federal aid, by means of PWA and 
WPA, and partly through local funds. 

The committee, wisely, takes theeview that 
the original program is too large for immediate 
adoption. The loca] funds for such an ambi- 
tious undertaking could not possibly be provided 
without considerable increase in local tax rates, 
a suggestion which is unwise at this time, in 
_ view of the present tax burden. 

~ The committee therefore carefully selected 
those needs evidently most pressing. It suggests 
a total of about $15,000,000, the local portion 
of which can be met out of present revenue 
through the issuance of bonds amounting alto- 
gether to $5,000,000. 

The projects advocated are seriously needed 
by the city and the county. In fact, in prac- 
tically every detail, the items proposed are, . to 
all intents and purposes, in the “must” category 
if the local governments are to continue essen- 
tial services to the people of the community. 

The committee points out, with convincing 
evidence, that the county government is not 
now bearing its fair share of some classes of 
expense. Public hospitals, for instance, cost 
$824,000 to support in 1938, of whicu the county 
provided only $99,000. This is entirely out of 
proportion with the ratio of service rendered 
citizens of the ¢ounty who reside beyond the 
city limits. 7 ' 

The county, likewise, has borne too light a 
proportion of ‘the coSts of relief. The commit- 
tee’s proposal that the county assume the entire 
cost of public eharity and an equal share in 
the maintenance cost of Grady hospital seems 
thoroughly equitable and reasonable. 

As a means of economy in the operation of 
county. affairs, the committee suggests an end 
to the use of convict labor. It is pointed out 
that convict labor is only about half as efficient 
as that of private contract labgr, to say nothing 


— 


the convicts and in providing proper guards. 
_ Other recommendations by the committee 
are backed by similarly convincing logic. 

Summing up the report, it appears that At- 
Janta and Fulton county can, if prompt action 
is taken, acquire public improvements to ‘he 
value of $15,000,000, without making necessary 
any tax increase for either unit of government.: 

At the same time, a more equitable sharing 
of the cost of local government will be achieved 
_ between the two units. All of which are, on 
their faces, desirable objectives. 

Prompt action on the proposal is necessary 
if PWA grants are to be secured. The deadline 
set for applications for these grants by the: fed- 
eral administration is September 30. 

The report is the result of careful examina- 
tion of the city and county needs, and financial 
situation, by a group of outstanding local busi- 
nessmen. 

It should receive most careful and sympa- 
thetic consideration by both city and county 


authorities.

tn Baldwin county, for example, 2,242 are 
registered as compared with 1,700 in 1936. In 
this instance it is probably due to heightened 
interest in the governorship race because of lo- 
cal factors. In Chatham county (Savannah), 
generally regarded as a George district, reg-- 
istration shot up more than 4,000 from 10,500 
to 14,764. On the other hand, Coffee county, 
which under usual conditions may be placed 
in. the category of a Talmadge stronghold, 
showed an increase from 3,172 to 3,969. In the 
case of Coweta county, in which qualifications 
shot up from 4,300: to 4,603, it is more than 
probable the bulk of the increase will be found 
in the Camp column, since it is in this district 
that several of the district attorney’s lieuten- 
ants hold considerable political strength. 


In north Georgia, where individualism and 
conservatism run strongly through the elec- 
torate, several notable increases in registration 
are found, with Fannin county totals being al- 
most double those of 1936. 


Meriwether county, in which Warm Springs 
is situated, registered an almost unprecedented 
gain of 2,000 votes—the total jumping from 
3,500 to 5,414. Here again it is difficult to say 
with any degree of definiteness to whom the 
increase has been drawn. Sentiment there has 
heen heavily proeGeorge despite the fact that 
the President’s “second home” is at the Warm 
Springs Foundation. 


The individual county increases are signifi- 
cant, however, only in the manner that they 
affect. the county standing, since the primary 
result hinges on the county unit vote. The 
candidate polling the highest number of votes 
within the county is entitled to the unit vote of 
that county. In the races for governor and 
senator, a majority of votes, 206, is necessary 
for victory out of the 410 unit votes in the 159 
counties. 


It is entirely probable the unusually high 
interest indicated by the registration will be 
reflected even more strongly at the polls. The 
total vote in Georgia generally runs between 
60 and 70 per cent of the total registration, be- 
ing approximately 61 per cent in 1932 and sky- 
rocketing jn 1936 to 76 per cent of the total 
registration of 515,379. 


With a lower registration, but heightened 
interest in grave issues, it ‘is not improbable 
that the 1936 percentage will be-repeated in the 
primary now less than two weeks off.

THE SOUTH IS CHALLENGED 
(From The Arkansas Democrat.) 


There is a challenge to every Arkansan, every 
southerner, in an announcement from Washing- 
ton that the government will cut down the pay- 
ments on cotton next year, but will raise the pay- 
ments on wheat and corn. 

The cotton south has gone faithfully along with 
the government’s farm program, risking the éx- 
port markets for its staple that it created with 
generations of toil and sacrifice, seeing its foreign 
market pass to rival producers, accepting what- 
ever. rigid control of its farming the government 
asked. 

And. while the south has co-operated in that 
wholehearted spirit, the wheat. belt has thumbed 
its nose at rigid government control of its pro- 
duction, and the corn belt has held back, has 
protested, even organized on a considerable scale 
against the AAA plan which went into effect this 
year. 

There you have the. picture—loyalty in the 
south to the government’s farm program—some- 
thing bordering on revolt against it in the north 
and west. 

And what does the south get? It is to get a 
reduction of its cotton payments, we are told, 
from 5 ‘cents a pound this year to from 3.6 to 4 
cents next year—a 20 per cent slash. 

Wheat payments age to be hoisted more than 
100 per cent—from 12 cents a bushel this year to 
from 26 to 30 cents next year. And corn pay- 
ments are to go up 30 per cent or more—from 
10 cents a bushel this year to frem 13 to 16 cents 
in 1939. ; 

The south. is to be asked”to grow another short 
crop of cotton in 1939, and tu be content with a 
smaller total of government payments than it will 
receive this year. 

True, the wheat belt and the corn belt may 
likewise .be asked to reduce plantings, but the 


* reduction will be made on not far from a full 


acreage. “ 

In contrast, the cotton acreage is down from 
some 43,500,000 acres before the depression to 
27,000,000 acres this year.

- And reasoned high...” 


When it comes to sitting on a 
hill and reasoning high, students 
at the Appalachian State Teachers 
College take the altitude record. 
This institution, which began as a 


mountain school, grew to a normal 
school, then: to a teachers college, 
and is now a full-fledged college 
giving arts degrees, is located at 
Boone, N. C., 10 miles north of 
Blowing Rock in a veritable “val- 
ley of the sky.” More than 3,300 
feet above sea-level the Boone 
valley is one of the most beautiful 
things on that plateau of the gods. 
Dean J. D. Rankin is too. modest 
a man to brag, but we will brag 
for him and say that the spiritual 
altitude at his institution seems to 
be as high as the geographical. 
And that, insofar as we can find 
out, is the highest east of the 
Rockies. In other words, Appa- 
lachian College is not just another 
institution of higher learning. It 
is the highest institution of ‘higher 
learning this side of the western 
plains. 

Now comes famed Caroline C. 
Lovell, author of “The Golden 
Isles of Georgia,” to point still 
another sin against both the music 
and the rule in pronunciation. “Il 
wish you would start a crusade 
against the awful pronunciation of 
‘i’ for ‘e’,” she writes. “The climax 
was reached when, not long ago, 
one of our newspaper writers re- 
marked, ‘Shirley Temple evidently 
knows that Temple rhymes with 
Dimple,’ and I realized that there 
were people who called her Shir- 
ley Timple. Perhaps they call you 
John Timple Graves. Our 
broadcasters chiefly sin in saying 
‘Sinators’ for senators, but there 
is a universal mispronunciation 
on the air. The lovely French 
name Marie has been changed to 
‘M’ree.’ Every syllable of a word 
in French is equally émphasized, 
and the proper pronunciation is of 
course ‘Ma-rie’. I wonder what 
the Queen of Rumania would have 
thought if she had known that 


she was called in America “Queen 
M’ree’!’’ 

“Let me say,” declared Con- 
servative Grenville Clark, of Elihu 
Root’s law firm, in one of his re- 
cent impressive speeches on con- 
servatism .and civil. liberty, “that 
I do not use the term ‘conserva- 
tive’ in the sense of one who is 
determined to have no change 
whatever and who sighs vainly for 
the ‘good old days’. Nor do I use 
it in that other perverted sense 
of a reactionary or of a selfish 
representative of a vested interest. 
Nor, again, do I use the term even 
in the sense of one who thinks, in 
the classic phrase, that ‘unless it 
is necessary to change, it is neces- 
sary not to change.’ Rather, I use 
it in what I believe to be the 
more authentic meaning of a mod- 
erate man, sufficiently intelligent 
to recognize that vast changes 
have occurred in society, requiring 
new methods and devices in gov- 
ernment and new relations be- 
tween government and the indi- 
vidual, yet who desires that in the 
making of the new and necessary 
adjustments, the best of those 
values that have been brought out 
of the past shall be conserved.”

No doubt this was a much 
]. althier style than the pinch-in 
waists of a prior fashion, but nei- 
ther is there anything unhcalthy 
cbout a fashion that credits you 
with using your good strong waist- 
line muscles! And if you are con- 
cerned over your failure -to slim 
down this summer, you can quick- 
ly make amends, because anyone 
w:ling to wc-k can take from two 
to three inches off this measure- 
ment in one month. 

This is the exercise that will 
help you to do it: 

Position: Sitting on low chair, 
legs wide apart and straight out in 
front, hands on the hips, back per- 
fectly straight. 

Movement: Pivot at the waist 
without bending the back or let- 
ting the chin poke forward. Bend 
down to the left, circle down 
across the thighs, up to the right, 
and return to the sitting position. 
Méke wide circles with the trunk, 
holding the tummy up and bend- 
ing over to the side as far as pos- 
sible. 

Wall climbing is another rapid- 
slimming measure for the waist- 
line. Get down on the fléor on 
the back with hips close to the 
wall. Then, with weight resting 
on the shoulders walk the feet up 
the wall until the body is in a 
straight line from feet to chest. 

Use the old reliable wall bi- 
cycle to firm and flatten the lower 
abdominal wall. Here it is: 

Position: Lying on the back, 
trunk at right angles to the wall, 
buttocks against the wall and one 
leg extended up the wall, the oth- 
er bent back with the thigh rest- 
ing on abdomen and chest. 


Movement: Using a piston-like 
movement, shove alternate legs up 


the wall, resting the other leg on 


the chest. As soon as you are 
able to do this exercise rhythmic- 
ally, you can make it more effec- 
tive by extending the arms 
straight back on the floor in 


rhythm with the leg movement.

Medicine 
Cabinet 
By Dr. William Brady. 
From time to time readers and 
editors suggest that articles giv- 


ing instructions for equipping and 
using a family medicine chest or 


first aid cabinet would make a’ 3 


welcome, er, change. 

ery well, then. The important 
things to put into your medicine 
cupboard are’ intelligence or com- 


mon sense .and economy, if yous 


expect to get safety and health 


out of it. Nine out of ten family 2 


medicine chests, whether of the 
ready-made store kind or home 
made and equipped, contain items 
that have no business in such a 
place. Among the dangerous and 
unnecessary items I have seen in 
family medicine chests or cup- 
boards are such poisons as strych- 
nine, phenol (carbolic acid), cor- 
rosive sublimate (bichloride of 
mercury), cresol solutions (vari- 
ous proprietary mixtures of crude 
phenols with soap solutions) and 
even a can of lye. The lye was 
evidently put there by some 
thoughtless, irresponsible person, 
but it goes to show how some peo- 
ple tempt fate. 

An excellent motto for the med- 
icine cupboard is this: 

It May Do Good. 

It Can Do Harm. 

If it is necessary to use a dan- 
gerous poison stich as lye, car- 
bolic acid, sulphuric acid, hydro- 
chloric (muriatic) acid, nitric acid, 
arsenic, oxalic acid or cyanide in 
the home the entire supply of the 
poison should be used at once so 
that none shall be left in the 
house. If this rule were always 
followed the lives of many victims 
of criminal carelessness would be 
saved. 

In my judgment the only anti- 
séptics, disinfectants or germi- 
cides necessary in the medicine 
cupboard are an ounce vial of 
Weak Tincture of Iodine and an 
ounce or two of Boric Acid. 

Both the United States and Brit- 
ish Pharmacopoeias now specify 
two strengths of Tincture of Io- 
dine. Strong Tincture of Iodine 
contains 7.5 per cent of Iodine. 
Weak Tincture of Iodine contains 
2.5 per cent of Iodine. The strong 
tincture should be left exclusively 
for medical use. The weak or mild 
tincture is meant for popular use. 

Immediate application of Mild 
Tincture of Iodine to any cut, 
scratch or abrasion is the most 
efficient first aid disinfection, in 
my judgment. If this is done and 
the wound immediately covered or 
dressed with a sterile (germ-free) 
dressing for protection, no further 
antiseptic treatment is necessary. 
Notwithstanding the momentary 
smarting or bite caused by iodine, 
I prefer it to any otherantiseptic 
available for the purpose when I 


have such an injury.

Doubler’s partner openéd the 
bidding, promising three defensive 
honor tricks.

UTILITY VALUATION 


INCREASE CITED 


Department of Revenue Is- 
sues Statement After Criti- 
cism of Rivers. 


The office of the state commis- 
sioner of revenue yesterday issued 
the following statement: 


It has been brought to the at- 
tention of the Department of 
Revenue that opponents of Gov- 
ernor Rivers have made state- 


ments criticizing the tax assess-| 


ments made against the Georgia 
Power Company and the South- 
ern Bell Telephone Company. As- 
sessments against these two cor- 
porations have been raised by the 
present administration more than 
$7,000,000 a year over and above 
the amount of such assessments 
made during the former adminis- 
tration, and with which adminis- 
tration Governor Rivers’ oppo- 
nents .were closely associated. 

In 1935 the assessment against 
the Georgia Power Company was 
$45,757,846, in 1936 the assess- 
ment was $45,823,596. For the 
year 1938 the assessment made 
by this department against the 
Georgia Power Company is $48,- 
703,440.25. There has been an in- 
crease in the assessment of the 
Georgia Power Company for all 
purposes in the amount of $2,- 
879,844.25. 

The assessment against the 
Southern Bell Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company for all purposes 
has been raised approximately 
$4,000,000. In 1935 the assess- 
ment ‘against the Southern Bell 
Telephone & Telegraph Company 
was $13,962,450; in 1936 the as- 
sessment was $14,009,000 even. 
Under Governor Rivers’ admin- 
istration in 1938 the assessment 
a emg the Southern Bell Tele- 

& Telegraph Company is 
$18, Tea 398.86 for all purposes. 

The legislature placed the duty 
of making assessments of all util- 
ities on the Department of Reve- 
nue at the extraordinary session 
of 1937-1938, This duty had here- 
tofore been placed upon the 
comptroller general. The transfer 
of this duty to the commissioner 
of revenue became effective as of 
March 1, 1938. Only a brief time 
was therefore allowed for the 
study of utility valuations in this 
state before the time for making 
the assessments final. The valu- 
ation of public utilities in this 
state for taxation is a field to 
which much time and thought 
should be given in order that, the 
assessment might be made on a 
basis fair to the taxing authori- 
ties and to the taxpayer. 

The Revenue. Department is 
making a thorough study of the 
property utilities in Georgia, and 
when the investigation shall have 
been completed it will correct all 
inequalities and injustices, if any 
exist. In the meantime, the De- 
partment of Revenue feels that it 
is only fair that the general pub- 
lic should know that in the case 
of these two large corporations 
alone their assessed value for 
taxation haf been increased by 
more than $7,000,000.

Georgia’s 92,533,931 Pounds 
Brought Season Average 
to 20.34 Cents. 


Georgia tobacco growers receiv- 
ed an all-time record of $18,818,- 
764 this season, the State Depari- 
ment.of Agriculture announced 
yesterday. Their 92,533,931 pounds 
averaged 20.34 cents. 

The official figures revealed 
Florida, Alabama and South Caro- 
lina tobacco brought $476,621 for 
2,343,270 pounds in the 15 Georgia 
marketing cities. 

This made the total sales $19,- 
295,385, also a new record, and the 
94,877,201 total pounds averaged 
20.34 cents. The total poundage 
was surpassed only by the 103,- 
305,159 pounds in 1930. The pre- 
vious income record was $17,670,- 
567 in 1936. 

Tifton topped all Georgia cities 
in poundage, income and average 
price by selling 10,984,356 pounds 
for $2,327,099 at a 21.19-cent aver- 
age. 

The Cook county warehouse at 
Adel led all warehouses with an 
average of 22.13 cents per pound. 


Fenners’ warehouse at Tifton top- 


ped all warehouses in poundage 
and income with $819,074 for

LABOR AC CHANGES 


Calls for Wite Reconstruc- 
tion to ‘Avert More 
Civil War.’ 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Sept. 
1.—(7)—United States. Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, Republi- 
can, Michigan, outlined tonight a 
five-point program for rewriting 
the Wagner labor relations act. 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery before Rotarians repre- 
senting 44 western Michigan clubs, 
the senator warned that “unless 
wise and rational reconstruction 
of this general nature proceeds 
promptly we shall have more civil 
war instead of more employment; 
and we shall have more recession 
instead of more prosperity.” 

Revision of: the act, Senator 
Vandenberg said, should be under- 
taken “with the constant purpose 
to leave intact every essential pro- 
tection for labor’s right to organ- 
ize and bargain collectively 
through agents of its own choice 
without intimidation or coercion.” 

The principles he said should 
govern the rewriting of the act 
follow. 

1. To minimize either the neces- 
sity or the excuse for strikes but 
not to impair labor’s right to 
strike. 

2. To require that there shall be 
no coercion ef employes - through 


threats or intimidation from either 


labor or capital. 

3. To make the process of elec- 
tion to determine bargaining 
agents reasonably accessible to any 
employer or any group. of em- 
ployes “which seeks it in good 
faith.” 

4. To require anther contracts 
as the result of collective bargain- 
ing and to penalize their breach 
by either party. 

5. To set up an administrative 
board “which shall be required to 
do equal justice to all citizens 
within the jurisdiction of the law 
and to pursue equitable rules of 
procedure in determining where 
justice lies,”
